IDDERMINSTER Chamber of 
Commerce has despatched to 
the Board of Trade and the Associa- 
tion of British Chambers of Com- 
merce the following resolution 
“Carpets being the staple industry 
of the town, the Kidderminster Cham- 
ber of Commerce views with concern 
the Indian Government's ban on the 
export of East Indian wool, the ex 
porting from this country of English 
and Scotch wools suitable for woollen 


carpet yarns, and the resultant high 
price level of wool due to short 
supply.” 

The exact terms of the resolution 


had been left to the President of the 


Chamber (Mr George Rainsford, 
.B.E.), to draft after consultation 
with leading local carpet manufac 
turers who were not present at the 
Chamber's meeting where the protest 
Was made 
Serious for Carpet Trade 

Mr. Rainsford said the Indian 
Government's ban on wool exports 
had been discussed at a meeting in 


l.ondon between representatives of the 


Federation of British Carpet Manu 
facturers and the Board of Trade, 
and it was still under review The 
matter had also been raised through 
the Midland Regional Board ‘for In- 
dustry. He had stressed the fact that 
delay in the removal of the ban by 
the Indian Government would be a 
serious matter for the carpet indus- 


try, for which East Indian wool was 


of special value. World consumption 
of wool was ten to fifteen per cent 
more than current production. 

Asked if he knew why the Indian 
(,overnment had imposed the ban, Mr 
Rainsford said that manufacturers 
there had ‘complained of the high 
prices they were forced to pay for 
wool and persuaded the Government 
to impose the ban to bring prices 
down

The third bedroom could either b«

How a Canterbury Firm 
Built an Underground 
Sleep Shop 


N a recent issue of Furnishing 
World we published an article 
on the possibilities of converting 

a basement into a sales floor This 
week we are abie to describe how a 
firm has converted its basement ¥nto 
a Sleep Shop—and with 


consider- 


able success. 

A 600-year-old basement with bare 
brick walls, old oak beams. dust. cob- 
webs and stacks of rubbish is cer- 
tainly not the sort of place that would 
appear to be ideal tor a showroom 
But Mr. Percy Court, designer and 
director of Court Bros. (Furnishers 
had other ideas 

Regency Court, the Canterbury 
branch of Court Bros.. was in need 


of a bedding salon. They previously 
had to take customers the 
road and through their warehouses 
to the bedding department, and this 


across 


was most, unsatisfactory, especially 
for a firm like Courts who, very 
justifiably, pride themselves on the 


extremely high degree of design and 
décor in their showrooms. 

The basement, which was being 
used as a store for china, was the 
only available space in the building. 
so Mr. Court got to work on his 
drawing board. He is well known for 
his originality in ideas and has been 


responsible for the designing of 
Court’s new branches at Walton-on- 
Thames, Dover, Folkestone, South- 
sea, Guildford, Northampton, Gil- 
lingham and Swindon. 

The first step, after the basement 


had been cleared out, was the leve!ling 
of the floor which sloped down at 
one end. An interesting discovery 
was the entrance to a subterranean 
passage which was found on one side 
of the wall. It was believed that this 
might at one time have led through 
to the cathedral, but the passage was 
blocked up a few yards from the 
entrance. 

The basement was not found to be 
excessively damp, but an air-condi- 
tioning plant was installed to over- 
come any tendency in this direction. 
Gas radiators were installed, and 
fluorescent lighting strips were placed 
in spots where they were not easily 
visible, 

The brick walls were in good con- 
dition and where possible they were 
left in their original state, but in some 
places they had to be whitewashed 
over. The old oak beams in the ceil- 
ing were also left as they seemed to 
be in a very good state of repair. 


The stairway leading down to the 
basement was extremely narrow and 
this was one reason why the base- 
ment had to be used for bedding—it 
foo narrow to allow furniture to 
be carried down the stairs. The stair- 
case led down from the centre of the 
ground floor. in a parallel line

New Fireproof Fabrics 
from Britain... 


AYIREPROOF furnishing fabrics 
several varieties of which have 
been introduced in the past 

few years—are in the news again. 
Both in Britain and America fabrics 
are now being produced which, if all 
the claims made for them are borne 
out, should do much to reduce fire 
risk both in such buildings as theatres 
and concert halls, as well as in air- 
craft and shipping. Firstly, here are 
details of the new British invention. 
Mr. Derek Tinker, chairman of the 
Bradford textile mills of T. & J. 
Tinker Ltd., was discussing the need 
for fire-proof aircraft furnishings 
with Sir Roy Dobson of A. V. Roe. 
As a result of their talk, chemists 
were set to work and they produced 
a fabric which is said to withstand

EWS of another step forward 

in fireproof fabric research 

has been received from World's 
American correspondent. Describ- 
ing the accident which resulted in 
the discovery, he writes: 

A compound designed to pre- 
vent mildew in textiles was cooking 
on a special stove when suddenly 
one of the big gas burners under the 
pot blew out and back-fired. In the 
resultant scramble, a fragment of 
cotton textile became saturated with 
the hot liquid. Later, an inquisitive 
technician held the piece of cloth 
over an open flame. To his amaze- 
ment it would not burn. 

All this happened in the labora- 
tories of an American’ chemical 
research and development concern. 
Following their chance discovery, the 
chemists went to work to. perfect 
what they had found. 

After a decade of intensive 
development, a product for flame- 
proofing fabrics was finally ready 
for commercial — use. Here was 
something which had never been 
done before in the history” of 
chemicals. There had been flame- 
proofing materials before but never

also moth-proof. 

The material was shown for the 
first time at the recent air display 
at Farnborough and it is planned to 
equip many of Britain's new jet air- 


liners with upholstery covering and 
curtaining made from the Tinker 
fabrics. 

£12,000 has been spent on new 


high-speed textile machinery for pro- 
ducing the cloth. 

Mr. Tinker estimates, that on the 
big orders which he expects to get, 
this machinery will cut time and 
costs by as much as twenty per cent 
and that it will keep down the price 
of cloth in spite of the big increase 
in the cost of raw wool.

“TINHE tremendous enthusiasm 

which is evident throughout 
the whole of the American furni- 
ture industry is really wonderful 
to behold. The manufacturers and 
the retailers really co-operate to 
sell their goods, and they have 
done such a first-class job in edu- 
cating the public that the average 
American has learned to discuss 
furniture as we in England dis- 
cuss cars.” 


HAT was what Major Leslie 

Julius, director of S. Hille & Co., 
of Leyton, London, had to say on 
his return trom New York City 
where his firm had two stands at the 
National Home Furnishings Show, 
when he described to the H’orld 
Features Editor how, in his opinion, 
the American furniture industry has 
so magnificently pulled itself out of 
the pre-war doldrums 

“The whole attitude in the in 
dustry over there is entirely differ 
ent to our own,” he continued 
“Look at the opposition to the ad- 
mittance of the public to next year’s 
B.F.M. furniture exhibition The 
New York show was opened to the 
trade from 10 a.m. to 12 noon, and 
the public was then allowed in until 
10 pm. The show was kept open 
to the public on Saturdays and Sun 
days until 10.30 p.m 

“Each man took the attitude: 

‘We are here to sell our products, 

and we are going to sell them.’ 

That enthusiasm they convey to 

the public.” 

Major Julius went on to say that 
the Press, and in particular the 
women’s journals, had done a won 
dertul job of education. The public, 
at the New York show, had walked 
around recognising and. discussing 
the various designs in a way whicl 
could not be found in England 

The result was, said Major Julius, 
that furniture was selling there 
than never before in the history of 
the country.

His own firm, which was the only 
English furniture company actually 
exhibiting, had, in six months, more 
than trebled the whole of last vear’s 
export figures to America 

“T don’t think they understand 
the art of stand-making as well as 
we do. They are not even raised 


irom the floor level with the result 
that you get all the gangway dirt 
on the stand. When vou come to 
display, however, they leave us tar 
behind.” 

Major Julius described their own 
stand, as an example 


“We designed it as a_=ranch 
house with rodeo wallpaper provided 
by another exhibitor whom we 
credited. The same was done with 
carpets and other accessories, while, 
on their stands, they showed pieces 
of our furniture with a credit card. 
It is co-operation like that which 
makes real display.” 

No fluorescent lighting was used 
in the displays; it was all tung- 
sten, and mostly “spot” or in- 
direct. The American exhibitors 
also had a much greater under- 
standing and interest in the part 
played by carefully placed occa- 
sional lamps—“ And they produce 
some lovely examples over there 
with spun-glass shades and pre- 
formed shapes.” 


Again, and this Major Julius 
thought to be completely lacking in 
the British furniture exhibition, 
everyone was “very publicity con 
The exhibition Press offic 
made sure that every journalist was 
properly received and provided with 
all the information and photographs 
they required The Press office 
took photographs of each otf the 
stands, and the exhibitors provided 
detailed hand-outs of their. products 


scious.”

These were then placed in the Press 
room for the journalists to help 
themselves Attached to the Press 
room was a reception room where 
exhibitors and journalists could dis- 


cuss various points at their leisure. 


“It was,” said Major Julius, “a 
magnificent job of publicity. Every 
newspaper and journal carried 
stories and pictures.” 

His firm had sent their personal 
hand-out to the British Trade 
Attaché in New York who had syn- 
dicated it throughout the country, 
and even television and radio had 
played their part with special inter- 
views and features 

Major Julius noted entire 
difference in trading practice. The 
whole of the industry seemed to 
know each other by their christian 
names; there was none of the stilted 
buyer-seller complex which was evi- 
dent in this country. Both retailers 
end manutacturers were showing at 
the New York exhibition and thev 
got on very well. No prices were 
quoted by the manufacturers who 
showed cards: “This can be bought 
from accredited retailers.” Retailers,

The British furniture 
industry could get the help of the 
Council of Industrial Design and 
other experts, and there should be 
a great deal of publicity from such 
a scheme which should benefit 
everybody in the trade 

“In America, they try to he 
ahead of the public, but in this 
country we are always behind. What 
is their standard of furniture? | 
don't think their worst is as bad 
as our worst, nor their best as good 
as our best.” 

Manufacturers of pianos and 
organs were showing with the tur- 
niture firms, and they helped to pro- 
vide the music by taking it in turn 
to engage first-rate artistes and 
playing over the broadcasting sys- 
tem from their stands.

Sanding Belt Joints 


E are experiencing considerable 

trouble in our sanding shop 
which we believe must in some way 
be due to inefficient jointing of the 
sanding belts. A large proportion 
of the belts prepared by our oper- 
ators exhibit a tendency to run out 
of straight, and frequent breakage 
leads to serious production hold-ups. 
We should appreciate suggestions 
regarding the methods of making 
joints which will prove durable and 
will operate smoothly and true. We 
purchase only the best papers, 
therefore the quality of the material 
is not in dispute. 

It is suggested that your operators 
should be instructed to glue the 
ends of each belt together at an 
angle of 45 degrees, the joint being 
carefully reinforced by gluing a 
small piece of pre-shrunk cloth to 
the back. This is both an econo- 
mical and easy way to make the 
join and, if carefully done, it will 
be both strong and durable. When 
applying the glue to the cloth it is 
advisable to spread it as thinly as 
possible, vet still cover the joint 
adequately. A thick joint, caused 
by an excess of glue, will tend to 
jump or pound under the pad which 
will not only cause the belt to run 
out of true but will also mitigate 
against good work

The most probable cause of the 
trouble is poorly designed teeth, dull 
points, points improperly shaped 
and swaged, or insufficient gullet 
space to accommodate the kerf and 
discharge it properly. Should these 
possible causes be eliminated with- 
out any improvement, attention 
should be given to the straining 
device on the saw in question. It 
is possible that this may be of in- 
ferior design, functioning in- 
efficiently due to the need for over- 
hauling, or it may have become 
jammed. Additionally there may be 
too little tension, or insufficient 
strain on the blade. As a final 
check we would suggest that the 
driving power should be examined.

Can you 
suggest the probable cause and 
remedy? 


It seems probable that the motors 
are over-heating due to insufficient 
ventilation. This can easily occur 
if they are partly or completely 
enclosed, or so boxed up that the 
heat generated cannot be adequate- 
ly carried away. Failure to keep 
the motors clean will prevent free 
circulation of air and, if this con- 
dition is allowed to continue, over- 
heating is practically certain to 
occur. In many factories, adequate 
circulation of air around the motors 
is ensured by enclosing them with 
a fine wire screening stretched on

Speed for Dise Sander 


4NAN you state the correct speed 
U for operating a 30 in. disc 
sander which is used for smoothing 
small- and medium-sized furniture 
parts? The operator of this machine 
complains that the abrasive paper 
becomes badly burned after being 
in use for a short time, especially 
near the outer edge of the disc, and 
the surface becomes glazed up with 
sand dust. It has occurred to us 
that we may be running the disc at 
too high a speed. 

Our correspondent does not state 
the actual speed at which he is run- 
ning the disc. It is fairly certain, 
however, that the burning and 
glazing of the abrasive paper, and 
the tendency for it to gum up, are 
the result of too great a speed of 
operation The correct speed 
depends essentially upon the grade 
and kind of abrasive used and the 
class of work handled. A speed ot 
750 r.p.m. is usually satisfactory for 
a 3) in. disc, but under no circum- 
stances should it be greatly in ex- 
cess of that figure. 


Chain Mortiser Trouble 
LEASE advise whether the chain 


saw-teeth on a chain mortiser 
should have a great or small pitch 
angle to produce perfect results. 
We should also be glad to learn the 
probable cause of the bars becoming 
sprung. Recently we have experi- 
enced considerable difficulty in pro- 
ducing perfectly straight mortises 
on this machine, and we are wonder- 
ing whether the chains are being 
properly ground. It is customary in 
our works to have the bars straight- 
ened occasionally but they soon 
spring again. This would appear to 


be the basic cause of the bad 
mortising. 
It is advisable to allow each 


operator to grind the chains for his 
machine as they acquire a 
knowledge of the exact shapes of 
teeth needed for different species 
of wood, In regard to the pitch of 
ain saw-teeth much depends upon 
the class of material being worked 
For most hardwoods the pitch angle 
should be less to suit the slower 
cutting required. The practice which 
most frequently results in) sprung 
chain bars is that of applying addi- 
tional side pressure on the material 
after the chain has entered the cut.
